DESEGREGATION. The 


word itself stirs up visceral 
images of frightened children 
peering wistfully out of the 
windows of big buses; of rag- 
ing and definat white faces; of 
burning buses overturned, and 
fights in. schools. 

Columbus did not suffer the 
wrenching spasms of resist- 
ance common in other major 
school districts which under- 
went desegregation; it was 
accomplished here as peace- 
fully and, apparently, as suc- 
cessfully as any place in the 

“tountry. 

Butimportant questions 
about the education of poor 
and black children remain 
unanswered, four years atter 
those first buses rolled down 
Long St.. Karl'Rd., and points 
between.

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The Columbus Urban 
League's report, “The State of 
Black Columbus, 1980" had 
almost nothing to say about 
desegregation, except to 
ascribe to it “white flight”. But 
it can be argued that desegre- 
gation has been a major 
watershed event in the social 
history of Columbus, with pro- 
found implications for the edu- 
cation.of poor and black 
children. 

Ted Turner would say. so. 
The Assistant Superintendent 
for Student Development has 
been in the Columbus Public 
Schools since 1957. “I sat at 
Board of Education meetings,” 
Turner remembers, ‘Those 
people were not thinking about 
Main Street and Pilgrim ... 
there were ‘black schools’ and 
‘Columbus schools’.” That is 
why Turner can support dese- 
gregation: “Every school'is 
representative of the com- 
munity.” 

Superintendent James Hyre 
was not here when desegrega- 
tion began, but he can evaluate 
some of the benefits. ‘The 
interaction among kids has 
improved every year,” accord- 
ing to Hyre, and we are ‘“dem- 
onstrating improved academic 
performance continuously.” 

Such sentiments, however, 
are not unanimous. School 
Board member Gary Holland is 
not as certain that desegrega- 
tion has been a blessing for 
black children. “I think dese- 
gregation has had a mixed 
result on the mental health and 
well-being of our children." To 
Holland, there is still an envir- 
Qnmentin some schools where 
teachers are “hostile” to black 
students, as is demonstrated 
by a massive increase in sus- 
pensions and expulsions. 

For example, the Urban 
League report showed that 

expulsionsincreasedalmost 
420 percent between 1976 and 
1980, and blacks were 73 per- 
cent of those expelled during 
that time. “The failures,” Hol- 
land believes, ‘‘are on the part 
of the school system, not the 
students.” ’ 

While personal sentiments -- 
and even some data -- give 
desegregation a mixed-review. 
one thing is clear: the public 
schools have changed. A 


recent monitoring report pre- 
pared by the school system 
shows that the percentage of 
black enrollment has increased 
from 35.9 percent in 1978 to 
41.4 percent today. There are 
no more racially identifiable 
schools; more than 70 percent 
of the students were in racially 
identifiable schools prior to 
desegregation. And, as super- 
intendent Hyre points out there 
are no more schools that are so 
much better or worse than 
others. i 

But desegregation, while 
important, is tied and tangled 
in.an even bigger issue facing 
the Columbus schools -- 
whether they. will have the 
financial resources and the 
Capability to improve the edu- 
cational outcomes for. all 
students. 

The draft report of the Met- 
ropolitan Human Services 
Commission, "Franklin County 
Profile,"’ shows that educa- 
tional dollars, adjusted for 
inflation, have actually 
declined in the past decade. 
Even as the need for increased 
training and.career develop- 
ment. becomes readily appar- 
ent,and the system is strug- 
gling to develop programs to 
meet these needs, the resour- 
ce§ available to the schools are 
not likely to grow as quickly as 
those needs. 

The possibility exists that 
middle and high-income fami- 
lies will leave the Columbus 
school system, thus making 


the system a second-class re- 
pository for the poor of all 
races. “The potential is there” 
for such an occurrence, 
according to Ted Turner. “At 
least ten more private schools 
are here now than were here 
before desegregation.” Yet, 
Turner does not believe that 
this must necessarily happen 


to Columbus 
Neither does Hyre. Although 


the system “certainly” could 
move in that direction, Hyre is 
convinced that such a move 
would cause the erosion of the 
city schoois. ‘We have to 
develop a system that is strong 
enough to retain middle-class 
people. If we can't do that. we 
will lose people who value 
education.” But Hyre goes on 
to argue. ‘| do not accept that 
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we will be a second class 
school system.” 

To combat that fate, the sys- 
tem is developing programs 
designed to attract and retain 
middle-class families, and 
upgrade the educational pro- 
duct. A computer literacy pro- 
gram will be expanded in the 
next few years, with the goal of 
giving all 70,000 students 
access to computers. A new 
evaluation mechanism is being 
put into place to evaluate 
administrators. A similar 
approach for teachers is being 
studied. 

But the most profound 
change will be the develop- 
ment of “Mastery Education,” 
which Turner believes is a 
“return to good, old-fashioned 
teaching principles.” Under 
Mastery Education, students 
will be expected to learn a par- 
ticular body of information, 
and will be taught this informa- 
tion until they have learned it. 
This is not, as Turner points 
out, ‘‘teach-and-test-and- 
label.” Teaching had come to

Mastery Education is a 
response to the movement 
toward “competency testing” 
in the public schools. By 1984, 
Ohio is requiring that all schoo!

expected to know. The devel- 
opment of the Mastery Educa- 
tion program, according to 
Hyre, puts Us ahead of almost 
every school system in the 
state.

Bowen and Lewis; given the 
Strength of the case against 
Jackson, nothing short of a 
monumental blunder by the 
prosecution or the mass dis- 
appearance of all of the com- 
plaining witnesses could have 
altered the outcome. 

That there was madness in it 
is unquestionable -- that it 
would end in conviction and 
disgrace was all but inevitable. 

Some folks question the ver- 
dict, however. They ask how it 
can be that a perdon who, like 
Dr. Jackson, acts crazy (i.e., 
behaves in a manner that is 
incomprehensible to the aver- 
age person), and who mental 
health professionals agree is 
mentally ill, can be adjudged 
sane in a court of law? 

Simply put, the answer is 
that “crazy”, in the colloquial 
sense, “mentally ill,” in psychi- 
atric terms, and “insane”, as 
defined in the law, are three dif- 
ferent, if related, concepts. 

Boiled down (perhaps to the 
point of oversimplification) the 
law in Ohio and most other 
states requires jurors to 
answer three basic questions 
in consiering whether or not to 
uphold_an insanity plea: 

(1) Did the defendant know 
what he was doing? 

(2) Did he know that it was

wrong? 

(3) Was he in control of his 
actions? 

- If the answer to all of those 

three questions is “yes”, then 
the defendant is legally sane. 
Conversely, if the answer to 
any one of those questions is 
“no,” the defensant is legally 
insane. 

From reports of interviews 
with some of the jurors, we 
have learned that Jackson's 
own words, as conveyed by his 
victims, convinced the jury that 
he was legally sane and, there- 
fore, culpable. Summed up, the 
rapist seemed to have told his 
victims, in effect: | know what 
I'm doing, | know that's it's 
wrong, but | just .can't help 
myself. 

.Whether he knew it or not, he 
was even then laying the single 
brick that made up the founda- 
tion of his defense: the conten- 
tion that he suffered from a 
mental illness which made it 
impossible for him to refrain 
from his criminal behavior. 

In rejecting that contention, 
the jury gave weight to evi- 
dence and testimony that 
showed that Dr. Jackson did 
not rape women who declared 
themselves to be virgins,. that 
he did not make forays during 
severe winter weather, and that

Dellums’ Peace 
Film Released 


“A Call for Peace: The Military 
Budget and You" a film based ona 
speech by Cong. Ronald V. Del- 
lums, received its premiere show- 
ing recently in Washington: As 
chairman of the Military Construc- 
tion Subcommittee of the House of 
Representatives Armed Services 
Committee, Dellums is one of the 
best informed and most demand- 
ing critics of the United States’ mil- 
itary program 

The film, narrated by Harry Bela- 
fonte>conveys Dellums’ unique 
perspective on America’s current 
plans to “fight. survive and win a 
nuclear war" and he carries his 
plea that "we canand must change 
Our country's priorities from arms 
for war to jobs for peace.”

Stop FOP Intimidation, Now! 


The Columbus Fraternal Order of Police (FOP) and its 
president Dewey Stokes, termed their snooping around the 
respective home neighborhoods of mayoral candidates 
Dana Rinehart and Michael Dorrian as an “investigation.” 

We call it intimidation. 

The FOP, as The Columbus Citizen-Journal reported ina 
copyrighted story Saturday, five badge-flashing members 
of the fraternity fanned out in communities where Rinehart 
and .Dorrian reside peppering area residents with such 
questions as: 

“Are they shady? Do they drink beer? Are they weird? In 
light of this fact, one can easily assume that they also asked 
if Dorrian and Rinehart beat their wives and abused their 
children. 

Stokes claims the investigating was conducted to help 
the FOP choose a candidate to endorse in the mayoral race. 
Itis of interest to note that subsequent to the investigation, 
the FOP endorsed Dorrian for mayor. 

Having received the FOP's support, Dorrian obviously 
found no fault with the snooping. Rinehart, on the other 
hand, said he doesn't like the FOP's tactics. 

The CALL And POST doesn't like the brazen tactics 
either. As a matter of fact, we view it with utter contempt 
and call for a thorough investigation of the FOP investiga- 
tors and their repugnant intimidating tactics. 

The FOP, long a strong arm of the Columbus Police 
Department, we maintain, has overstepped its fraternal 
bounds. And in doing so, created an atmosphere reminis- 
cent of Hitler's storm troopers, who ultimately led to the 
extermination.of mittions of helpless Jewish men; women, 
and_children. 

And with all due respect for Chief Dwight Joseph's 
ordered investigation of the eerie act, it strikes us as being 
tantamount to a hungry wolf being left to guard a flock of 
grazing sheep. 

In this case, as in previous instances, with Frat Brothers 
Investigating Frat Brothers, Joseph can be expected to be 
charged with “white washing” this serious situation before 
his probe begins. 

To Chief Joseph we suggest the creation of an inde- 
pendent citizens’ group to investigate the FOP and ‘nip itin 
the bud’ before it advances to the frightening stage of 
Russian KBG's and Hitler's merciless elite police, driving 
innocent people to their knees for fear and intimidation. 

And although the administration of Mayor Tom Moody's 
has reached lame duck status, mandating a thorough unbi- 
ased probe of Stokes and the FOP could dramatically 
enhance his chances of leaving City Hall with a perfectly 
clean slate.

Good-by CETA -Hello PIC 


From the ashes of CETA, the PIC has risen. 

The new federal Job Training Partnership Act (JTPA) 
which authorizes the Private Industry Council (PIC), is in 
effect and for the first time the federal government has 
legislatively mandated an equal role for private enterprise, 
with government, in:determining the training needs of the 
workforce. 

Unlike CETA which expended great sums of money train- 
ing cooks and counter help for fast food reStaurants, and 
providing youths with a remarkable capacity for reclaiming 
litter from parks and railroad rights of way, JTPA intends 
for training to have a meaningful relationship to the career 
goals of the trainee and the expectations of prospective 
employers. 

“It is the purpose of this Act to establish programs to 
prepare youth and unskilled adults for entry into the labor 
force and to afford job training to those economically dis- 
advantaged individuals and other indivicuals facing 
serious barriers to employment, who are in special need of 
such training to obtain productive employment.” 

The emphasis is on the partnership relationship between 
the public and private sectors. There is aminimum amount 
of Federal control and oversight. The governor has been 
vested with both administrative and monitoring responsi- 
bility and the private sector is given equal authority with 
local government to decide how funds will be spent, and for 
monitoring and oversight. 

While the concept of cooperation is asound one, particu- 
larly when you are trying to match individuals to available 
jobs, it will get. its first test when some training money 
becomes available, and those on the political side of the 
public sector find out they can't pave the streets with PIC 
gold or run up excessive administrative costs with an 
abundance of political appointees. 

Following CETA, which made stipends a way of life, it will 
be interesting to see the reaction of trainees when they 
discover that the emphasis is on marketable skills rather 
than the wages and stipends which made CETA a holding, 
rather than a training program and led to its demise.

Will StateIssues 2,3 Incite Blacks? 


If there are any black groups or 
individuals supporting the repeal 
of Issues 2 and 3, which will appear 
on statewide ballots at the Nov 8 
election, it's about time for them to 
emerge from their hiding place 

Issue 3, the most controversial 
of the two, would repeal the 90 
percent personal income tax 
increase and various tax breaks 
and cost-saving measures, spon- 
sored by Gov.

President Ronald Reagan is to 
be applauded for designating the 
first week in October as Minority 
Enterprise Development (MED)

This year, for the first time; 
resulting from a proclamation 


from the President, one week will | 


be set aside to highlight the con- 


tributions made by minority busi- 


nesses to the vitality of the nation's 
well being 

Minority Business Enterprise 
Week will be held the first full week 
of October every year, and will not 
only provide exposure to the dif- 
ferent programs of MBDA (U.S 
Department of Commerce, Minor- 
ity Business Development 
Agency). but to programs availa- 
ble throughout other Federal 
agencies, thereby expanding the 
contacts and resources available 
to these entrepreneurs 

In a December 17 statement on 
the Minority Business Enterprise 
Program, the Presigent indicated 
that the Federal government will 
procure an estimated total pf-$15 
billion of goods and services from 
minority businesses during the 
fiscal years 1983, 1984 and 1985, 
and that procurement objectives 
will be set on an annual basis and 
will be based upon the Administra- 
tion's objective of increasing the 
share of total procurement supp- 
lied by minority businesses 

The President further indicated 
that minority business procure- 
ment by recipients of Federal 
grants and cooperative agree- 
ments could amount to an addi- 
tional $6 to $7 billion during the 
three year period. ' 

Although it has received very lit- 
tle publicity, President Reagan's 
Executive Order 12432 has far 
reaching significance for creating 
business growth for minority and 
Small business firms Briefly 
Stated, the President's Executive 
Order mandates that all Federal 
agencies provide for increased 
Participation of minority firms in

Celeste Delivers On Election 


- It is inevitable that Governor 
@ichard Celeste. would be com- 
pared by some to his predecessor, 
former. Governor James Rhodes: 
After all, Rhodes was as skillful in 
his relations with the press as 
Celeste is tenuous, Rhodes was 
always ready and willing to pro- 
vide a headline story for a reporter 
grappling for something different. 
Celeste has been making head- 
lines, too, but not the kind he or 
any public person really ap- 
preciates. 

If there has been a failing of the 
young Celeste administration, it is 
a failure to communicate effec- 
tively with the news media. 

Time after time Celeste or his 
staff has been burned in instances 
where his predecessor would have 
found a rhetorical solution to the 
problem. But then Rhodes was a 
Republican. in a state dominated 
by Conservative Republican lean- 
ing newspapers, while Celeste isa 
liberal Democrat, who believes 
that all the citizens of the state 
must share in the responsibility of 
Government. Never before has 
Ohio had a Governor who demon- 
strated that he believed in equal 
opportunity to the extent that 
Celeste has 

For example, in 1982, the last 
year of the Rhodes Administra- 
tian, the State Set Aside Review 
Board granted 356 requests out of 
364 by general contractors, to 
waive the requirement that at least 
seven percent of their subcontrac- 
tors be minority business. That 
action meant that 97 percentof the 
time the law saying minorities 
must be utilized on state projects 
was rendered ineffective. 

In contrast during the first eight 
months of the Celeste administra- 
tion, the new Set Aside Review 
Board denied 59 of 79 requests for 
waivers. The Call and Post asked 
Celeste to explain the motivation 
behind his commitment to make 
government representative of all 
of the people in the State of Ohio 
as part of a wide ranging interview 
that. deals with his governmental 
philosophies and black people 
The following is an edited trans- 
cript of that interview conducted 
by the Call and Post's John Leaner 
and William Wood 

Lenear: What-really motivated 
this commitment on your part to 
make the government representa- 
tive of all of the people in the State 
of Ohio? 

Celeste: Well, my feeling has 
always been. we make promises 
during the campaign to the black 
community that have frequently 
not been kept. One way to ensure 
that we keep promises is to have 
black appointees in positions of 
power and influence, so }t is not 
just a matter of representation, but 
it's a matter of encouraging peo- 
ple. by giving them positions of 
responsibility and- power tohelpin 
the implementation and delivery 
process and so it's important that 
we not use certain cabinet posi- 
tions as black” positions -- a ten- 
dency that we fall into all too fre- 
quently -- but instead to declare 
they're black citizens capable of 
exercising responsibiity in any 
and every cabinet position. 

Lenear: When you put people in 
new positions where they've never 
been before and there's an exist- 
ing bureaucracy, do they get the 
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cooperation that's needed? What 
has been your experience? 

Celeste: Take two prominent 
examples, Bill Sykes and the 
department of Administrative Ser- 
vices, which encompasses all of 
public. works, purchasing and con- 
tracting, and Warren Tyler ... they 
have enjoyed pretty strong sup- 
port. Because they are very capa- 
bie leaders, they have strong lead- 
ership qualities. It takes them 
some time to win the confidence of 
their staff folks who grew up under 
a different system and wonder if a 
person from the black community 
can step into Commerce and be a 
sophisticated director who under- 
Stands banking and financial 
institutions. 

_So when they see they have a 
director who has those qualities 
they're very proud of it, very 
enthusiastic. | think much the 
same has been the case in the 
other departments. You see, | 
added a second challenge. 

! also appointed many directors 
in areas where they did not neces- 
sarily have specific professional 
3xpertise. For example, Dr. Min- 
nie Johnson, who | appointed as

Lenear: In the political area, and 
the area of unemployment, you 
know a lot of peple campaigned 
for you and they are looking for 
jobs, and | understand you've had 
some problem putting together 
the kinds of jobs you need, which 
realistically are the type of.... 


Celeste: Well, the Civil Service 
law has become increasingly 
complicated and we face two prob- 
lems. The first is last year the, 
administration tested for $77,000. 
Even though theoretically they 
were doing no hiring. They spenta 
tot of money on testing section 
Even though they were trying to 
cut down on the size of state 
government. 

As a practical matter there's a 
civil service process that has to be 
preserved and that will take some 
time working through another 
aspect. Because of the state of the 
economy and insufficient 
revenues we're still going through 
an economic crisis in this state. 

All the headlines about recovery 
hasn't reached a lot of communi- 
ties in many cities across the U.S 
The state itself has not been in the 
position where it can hiré a lot of 
people-tn fact we have been trying 
to reduce the overall state payroll 
by 1.000-1,500 over a period of 
time so we do not feplace eve- 
ryone who retires or who leaves 
Between those two things we've 
not been able to put people on as 

ast as they had hoped. 

Lenear: Didn't the Civil Service 
bill that went through the General 
Assembly, eliminate all civil ser- 
vice functions, except for testing 
and initial hiring? 
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Celeste: It modified them effec- 
tive next year, but only where it is 
only after a collective bargaining 
agreement has been entered into 
And then, only fer the provisions 
covered by the collective bargain- 
ing agreements, so that hiring will 
still occur under the civil service 
provision 

Lenear: It's going to be like a 
double headed snake 

Celeste: Well, the unions are 
going to have an interest. One of 
the places where it’s been impor- 
tant to put blacks in key positions 


__is personnel and places where 


they have substantial responsibil- 
ity. That's why having Bill Sykes as 
head of administrative services is 
so important. 

Lenear: What happened to the 
old légistative ploy of changing the 
name of the department and recti- 
fying everyone under a new title? 

Celeste: Now you have a com- 
plicated.system of bumping rights 
in which people with seniority pre- 
serve their seniority and can move 
over into an equivalent job in 
department.

Lenear: A lot of money for the 
Lottery comes out of urban areas:

Celeste: That's the problem with 
alotof people I'll give you another 
example. We're bringing on Shir- 
ley Brewer she used to be Senator 
Jackson's right hand. It's really 
hard to get jobs commensurate 
with people's legitimate salary 
expectations We have some 
regional people that need to be 
strengthened. but | know that's a 
concern that Tom Chema has and 
he’s going to be working and try- 
ing to better distribute those jobs 

Lenear: That Lottery operation 
is a pain, its not a drain on the 
state budget, but ‘ 

Celeste: It earns money but it's -- 
if you play $100 million worth of 
lottery tickets the state only gets 
about $40 million in income 
because the rest is prizes and 
operating overhead 

Lenear: Why does the lottery 
pay off like it does? Why should it 
take a person 20 years to get his 
money? 

Celeste: To minimize tax impact 
on it, | think. The idea was it was 
both beneficial for the recipient 
and for... Ifyou give a persona big 
prize inabiglumpsumUncleSam 
collects a lot of the share 

Lenear: A half is the maximum 
tax rate ‘ : 

Celeste: That's a good chunk. If 
you pay it out aver a 20-year 
period, it's not*going to be any- 
thing like that with Uncle Sam 

Lenear: The state purchases 
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annuity so the state doesn't really 
pay for the earnings, but if an indi- 
vidual were to take the $500,000 or 
$400,000 and deposit it, it could 
multiply eight times in 20 years. He 
would have far more money and 
could do it tax free. If you invested 


. $400,000 in tax-free municipal 


bonds, you'd improve the econ- 
omy, and you'd have a‘constant 
income that would be tax free. 

Celeste: Welt if you win amitlion 
dollars, even if you don’t get it for 
20° years, you can use that to 
finance an awful lot of things. 
because the money is there. The 
problem is this. Once you setup a 
system like that, you're not in the 
position to cash out immediately 
the full amount for your large cash 
prizes because you. wouldn't be 
turning anything back to the state 
It may be that the advertising 
needs to be cleared, what the real 
dimension of the prize is, that it's 
only worth “this much" during 
“this period of time.” 

Lenear: Talking about capital 
formation as a problem for small 
businesses, in particular in Ohio, 
do you have a program for that? 

Celeste: We've made some 
changes in the liquor profit tax 
program, which was called 313 
money. This is loan and loan gua- 
rantee money which is available 
with a commitment of liquor prof- 
its. It used to be that you could go 
up to any amount and that was 
done for International Harvester, 
for example in Springfield, for 31 
million dollars. 

We've set a $2'% million limit, to 
any loan or loan guarantee so that 
we Can use the money for a larger 
number of businesses, and the 
goal is to have a lot of businesses 
in the $200-400-600,000 category. 
these small businesses that need 
that kind.of money at a favorable 
interest rate, or someone who can 
walk into the bank and guarantee 
that for them because they don't 
have the line of credit 

Secondly. we've just passed a 
law which allows the treasurer to 
start what is called a linked deposit

$100 million of the state’s money in 
the funds we hold in banks and

Atty. Napoleon Bell was 
introduced by Robert L. Saf- 
ford, chairman of both spon- 
sofing- organizations. “Nap,” as 
he is affectionately called, was 
invited to share sdme of his 
Nigerian business experiences 
which have taken him to Lagos, 
Nigeria about nine times since 
the first of this year. 

Right off the bat “Nap” 
informed the audience that 
Nigeria is not some little place 
inthe back woods. He said that 
Lagos, the capital, is a city of 
approximately 10 million peo- 
ple with the usual New York 
City-type problems that come 
with a population of that size, 
such as crime and traffic jams. 
But unlike New York, Lagos; 
does not depend upon tourism. 

He said that persons wanting 
to do business with Nigeria 
need corporate counsel, and 
must rethink their business 
values and ideas. “They have 


been doing things the way they 
do them for a long time, so 
those wanting to do business 
with them must get in step with 
them,” he said. 

“Nigerians have been ripped 
off so don't think you're going 
to do a snow job on them.

“You may bargain with them 
but you may come out second 
best, so go with your best foot 
forward,” “Nap" cautioned.

Further there are some addi- 
tional important factors that 
one must remember. The cor- 
porate structure must adhere 
to Nigerian specifications. 
And, in certain industries, 
there are requirements that 60 
percent of the industry must be 
controlled by Nigeria 

In addition, itis important to 
remember that Nigeria has not 
necessarily entered into the 
technological age and automa- 
tion has not taken hold. “Niger- 
ians employ a lot of people to 
do a job. They want people 
working. They prefer people 
working,” he said 

Like the rest of the world, 
inflation has come to Nigeria 
and has pushed the price of a 
hamburger up to $5. Anotatall 
fancy or posh hotel room goes 
for $100 per day. When buying 
an item like a car, one must 
take along a suitcase filled with 
money. But, isn't that the case 
everywhere when dealing in 
cash, a custom that Nigerians 
like to practice
